Mr. Allen Auten of Denver will be our 
honored speaker for the regular meeting on 
—~10 April. This is a rare priveledge. 

Some background notes on Al Auten seem 
to be in order here. He was born 29 Sept- 
ember 1926, is married and has a son, Al 
works for Cahner's Publishing Company as the 
Associate Edtior of "Design News" Magazine. 

Al began climbing in Colorado in 1952, 
and has assaulted about twenty-five peaks 
over 1,000 feet. He~has climbed Devil's 
Tower four times as well as Shiprock, four 
times. Both of these are real challenges. 

Mr. Auten has spent five seasons in the 
Canadian Rockies, including climbs of Mount 
Victoria, Assniniboine, Mount Temple and o- 
thers. His reputation is well known, there. 

In Mexico, he has topped Popocatepetl, 
Ixtacihuatl and Orizaba, while in Africa he 
conquered Kilimanjaro and the Ruwenzori Range. 

In Nepal, Al was with the Mount Everest 
Expedition in 1963. He reached an altitude 
of 27,200 feet at Camp 5W, 1,800 feet below 
the absolute summit. 

Mr. Auten was educated at Colorado State 
University, Fort Collins, and has a Batchelor 
of Science degree in mathematics and physics. 
-He is currently the State President of the 

amed Colorado Mountain Club, which has mem- 
bership from nearly all states. Also a mem- 
ber of the American Alpine Glub and the Nat- 
ional Ski Patrol. Al is Vice President of the 
Denver Radio Club, and holds his First Class 
Commercial radiotelephone operator's license 
as well as his Amateur Extra Class licunes.
